PLATTSBURG, Mo., Jan. 23.—The trial 

of Mrs. Addie L. Richardson for the murder 
of her husband may end tonight. It is more 
than probable that Judge A. D. Burnes, 
before whom the case is being tried, will 
give an instruction for acquittal. He indi- 
cated as much when asked to give sugh an 
instruction at the close of the state’s evyi- 
dence. If the case is argued and submitted 
to the jury it will not be possible to reach 
a verdict before Saturday night. 
Judge Burnes has stated that it would 
not require a long time for him to decide 
the case if it were within his province to 
decide it. He heid that there was some ev- 
idence by the state, however, and said he 
would permit the jury to hear the evidence 
for the defense. 

“As to what I will do then, I cannot say 
now,” said the judge. 

One of the attorneys for Mrs. Richardson 
said he was glad Judge Burnes did not in- 
struct the jury to bring in a verdict for 
acquittal. “It will give us an opportunity,”’ 
he said, ‘“‘of vindicating the character of 
the wcman.now resting under the charge 
of having murdered her husband."’ 

The first witness introduced by the defense 
was Johnnie Richardson,: the 14-year-old son 
of the defendant. He was questioned with 
a view to explaining the mission of his 
mother who, witnesses for the state had

NOT IN CONTEMPT OF COURT 


INJUNCTION WAS ISSUED 
A TELEGRAPH BUSINESS. 


FOR 


Judge Says No Such Business Was Be- 


ing Carried on When Police Per- 
formed Their Plain Duty 
Under the Law. 


The contempt proceedings brought against 
Lieut, James Johnson, thf command of the 
gambling squad of the Centra! police dis- 
trict, were dismissed by Judge Ryan Thurs- 
day morning. 

Johnson was charged with raiding the 
rooms of the Southern Telegraph,and Mon- 
ey Order Co., 200 and 202 North Third street, 
on Jan. 4 in violation of an order issued 
by Judge Ryan at noon that day tem- 
porarily restraining the police department 
from further raide. 

Judge Ryan held Thursday that the ac- 
tion of the police on that day was simply 
an arrest. 

Lieut. Johnson ~preferred the criminal 
charge of maintaining a common gambling 
house. The prosecuting attorney refused to 
issue warrants. The cases were dismissed. 
Contempt proceedings against Lieut. John- 
son were begun. 

In his decision Thursday 
Ryan said: 

‘Lieut, Johnson did not raid the offices 
of the Southern Telegraph and Money Or- 
der Co., inasmuch as the patrons and ef- 
fects of the company were not disturbed. 


Got Court Protection 

Under Business Guise. 

“The plaintiffs asked for protection in 
conducting a telegraph and money order 
business. Prior to the issuance of the 
temporary writ of injunction there was 
practically no business done at the com- 
pany’s quarters. 

“The busines that was being carried on 
at 5 p. m. on Jan. 4, 1902, was materially 
different from that which the petition al- 
leged was being carried on, or that which 
actually was being carried on between the 
date this sult was filed, Dec. 19, 1901, and 
the date of the order, Jan. 4, 1902. 

“Indeed, except for occasional telegrams, 
no business was carried on between these 
dates, while immediately after my order 
the blackboard was again called into ser- 
vice and its eloquent information secured a 
great attendance and a large business in 
betting on horse races. 

“This was not the business the plaintiffs 
asked the court to protect and it was not 
the business to which the court extended 
its protection. ’ 

“The cour’s protection was granted to a 
telegraph and mofiey order business and 
if the plaintiffs suw fit to secure that pro- 
tection under that guise, and then started 
in to do something else, they cannot com- 
plain if that something else is interfered 
with. 

“The defendant Johnson made arrests as 
he had a right to do under the court's 
order.’

“Hereafter when a bondsman signs a bond he must do one 
of three things,”’ said Circuit Attorney Folk in the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday.

It is refreshing to discover that a great many of the residents 
of these historic districts of our city are still proud of their home 
locality, recall its history and traditions, and are ready to de- 
fend it against the encroachments of all debasing influences. 

If every part of St. Louis should be filled with this spirit of 
homogeneity and. pride, as an integral part of an ancient and 
honorable city, civic progress would be greatly helped. The 
mouth Siders are to be congratulatéd on their stanch deter- 
mination to guard their parishes ‘“‘where the woods were first 
felled by the early founders of the city, where the young city 
took its rise and began its growth, and with which many tender 
historic memories are connected,’’ from contamination. The 
most historic spot in Older St. Louis has the right to defend 
itzelf against ruin.

INE TOOL THAT ALMOST 
A MACHINE foot Tl 


The most highly developed of machine 

tools is the automatic screw machine, and, 
like many another contrivance for saving 
labor, its home is New England. It is @ 
development of the ordinary stecl-working 
lathe, the intermediate step being the mon- 
itor lath, in which the various cutting tools 
protrude from the side of a steel turret like 
13-inch guns from a battleship turret, In 
the non-automatic serew machine, the tur- 
ret is revolved by the operator, so as to 
bring each tool into play, just as the tur 
ret on the old “‘Monitor’’ was revolved to 
bring one gun after another into action. 
But in the automatic machine, the work i# 
done without human guidance. 
In making screws, nuts, bolts, studs and 
other small pieces that must be turned, 
drilled or threaded for watches, clocks, 
typewriters, electrical instruments and oth- 
er mechanisms, all the operator has to do 
is to feed the ‘“‘stock’’—a long, thin red of 
steel or brass to the machine. The feeding 
mechanism carries the’ rod slowly forward 
Into the fleld of action. The turret ad- 
vances, and puts its first tool at work on 
the end of the red. When the tool has done 
its task the turret withdraws it, turns ana 
advances a second tool into action. Bach 
cutting tool around the turret has its dis- 
tinct work to perform—one cutting a threan 
another shaping a head, another puting on 
a point, another drilling a hole, still anoth- 
er putting on knurling. The turret auto- 
naticalty brings each of, perhaps, six toois 
into action, and. when the work is fin- 
ished, the completed screw drops into a 
pan, while the ‘stock’ is automatically fed 
furward to begin the complex operation 
again. A stream of machine oll pours con- 
tinuously on the work to carry away the 
heat, and the little metal cuttings cOllect in 
a heap under the machine. 

Hour after hour, this wonderful automa- 
tion goes through its cycle of operations, 
the turret clicking every moment as it 
brings a new tool forward. Small brass 
pieces, on which but one tool cuts, are 
dropped at the rate of four a second. Large 
screws of complicated design, upon which 
a whole turretful of tools must work, are 
cut from a steel rod at the rate of one 
or two a minute. So perfectly are these 
screw machines constructed that an ufn- 
killed workman cath operate a row cf them. 
All he is required to do is to Keep them f 
with ‘‘stock."" In some shops giris ten 
the machines.—Frank Hix Fayant, in Feb- 
ruary ‘‘Success.”’

It comes from far away south- 
ern California, where at last reports the 
English sparrow has not yet begged for 
crumbs. 

There is nothing more delicious and 
strengthening than good, strong sparrow 
broth. As the California writers says, the 
milk pitcher of the poor is not too often 
filled, and in case it be empty a sustaining 
substitute may be found for ali weakly chil- 
dren past the nursing age in sparrow boull- 
ion. This is neither visionary nor a joke. 
Thousands of sparrows daily pose as reed 
birds In the restaurants, and the epicure 
smacks his lips over them, and, even 
though his belief be not implicit, his palate 
is as well satisfied as though each little 
broiled bird bore an affidavit tag that it 
iad been grown on the reed-grown stretches 
along the Potomac. The English sparrow 
is almost entirely In fed. It eats a 
few Insects at times, but this In no way 
injures either the flavor or the nutritious 
quality of its flesh. The woodcock, thé king 
of game birds, as it is of table birds, Nves 
wholly on worms and minute ground-haunt- 
ing insects.
